This car will
not return but bo kept at Akron over
night The car leaving Canton for
Akron at 10:05 has bcoa pulled off, the
ordor going Into effect Jan. 2. Tho
last car leaving Akron for Canton will
loavo Akron at 11 o'clock; tho car for-
merly loivlng at 10:40 holding over
until 11 o'clock. Thus tho last two
cars of tjbo day leaving Canton for Ak-

ron, leave Canton nt 9:05 and 11:05,
and the last two cars leaving Akron
for Canton lcavo Akron nt 0.40 and
11 o'clock. As a result two cars hac
been pulled oft; ono leaving Canton
for Akron at 10:03 and ono leaving
Akron lor Canton at 11:40. Offlclals
Etato that this system of lcmovlng
lato cars nt this time are adopted by
other systems and that this method
will bo In vosuo In this city, also over
tho C.-- lines.

As traffic Is heavy on Saturlay
nights for the 10 o'clock car, mostly
by people from Now Uarlln, a special
car will bo run Saturday night at
10-0- to Berlin only.

It will be reported williout nny
rule to limit debate and amendments
may be offered ad libitum. It had been
tho Intention to start tomorrow wltn
the statehood bill, but Mr. Hamilton,
chairman of tho committee, is not
quite roady to roport that measure. Ho
will probably present it on Monday.
Thero will bo a nils limiting dobato
and precluding amendments. Tho
Philippine bill will bo temporarily put
aside, and tho attention of tho house
will be devoted exclusively to tni
statehood bill. The program Is to
pass It on Tuesday. Debato on It will
be run Indefinitely. Tho Republicans
will permit tho Democrats to offer as
many amendments as thoy wish unlc3s
they aim at a general tariff revision.
Amendments of free hides, steel or
other articles will not, however, bo
accepted. According to tho dictum
of the loaders tho bill will finally pass
without nmcndmcaiL
